Our  plan  just  adopted  to  hold  fewer  sales,  but  better  sales  than  before, 
usually  sales  of  two  sessions,  is  well  borne  out  by  the  present  sale.  The 
Paper  Money  Collection  is  one  of  greatest  interest  because  it  contains  many 
rare  bank  bills,  both  northern  and  southern,  the  preponderance  of  northern 
issues  being  marked.  There  is  a small,  but  scarce  assortment  of  war  tokens. 
This  sale  is  notable  for  its  many  tine  medals.  I cannot  remember  a sale 
when  we  offered  so  many  medals  of  rarity  and  large  sizes  as  are  herein 
listed.  The  groups  of  medals  cover  perhaps  five  hundred  lots.  In  addition  we 
have  some  tine  U.  S and  Foreign  Silver  and  Gold  Coins.

Some  interesting  and  rare  Coin  Books 
and  Numismatic  .Journals  include  fine  sets  of  the  American  Journal  of  Numis- 
matics, The  Coin  Collectors’  Journal  and  the  Canadian  Antiquarian  and  Nu- 
mismatic Journal,  as  well  as  a complete  set  of  the  British  Numismatic  Jour- 
nal, the  organ  of  the  British  Numismatic  Society;  also  many  of  the  well 
known  American  Books  and  Catalogues.  There  is  a newly  discovered  variety 
of  the  1835  half  cent,  some  Rare  Military  Medals  in  gold  and  several  fine  coin 
cabinets.  Added  is  a small,  but  select  lot  of  Antique  Weapons,  Gems  and 
Curios.

Note: — Mr.  Poillon’s  Masonic  Collection  is  so  large  and  important  that 
it  has  not  been  possible  to  offer  it  in  a singe  sale.  For  this  reason  it  is 
being  sold  in  several  sections.  The  present  catalogue  includes  a remarkably 
fine  collection  of  the  various  Mark  Pennies,  used  in  Masonic  Chapters 
throughout  the  United  States  and  Canada.  It  is  not  easy  for  anyone  to  make 
such  a collection,  and  it  was  only  at  the  cost  of  many  long  years  of  effort 
and  no  small  expense  that  Mr.  Poillon  was  able  to  secure  this  splendid  as- 
semblage. The  collections  of  New  York,  Ohio  and  Illinois  are  noteworthy. 
His  fine  success  at  securing  his  Illinois  collection  was  partly  due  to  the  help 
of  veteran  collectors  such  as  J.  B.  Holmes,  Esqr.,  of  Chicago,  Ills.
